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SENATE REJECTS. 
TRUMAN PLAN 
FOR CABINET RANK 
WELFARE. CHIEF 


Beats First Reorganiza- 
tion Proposal, 60 to 32 
—Hoover Says Objec- 


tion was to ‘Step-by- 


Step Action.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP)— 
The Senate turned today to a 
brisk scrap over President Tru- 
man’s reorganization plan No. 2, 
after handing* the chief executive 
a stinging defeat on his plan for 
a Welfare Department in the 
Cabinet. 

Both sides said the fight on No. 
2—to transfer the Bureau of Em- 
ployment Security from the Fed- 
eral Security Administration to 
the Labor Department — probably 
would wind up in an administra- 
tion victory. 

Democratic leader Lucas of IIli- 
nois told reporters the plan would 
go through. 

He got a grudging second from 
one of the leading opponents who 


said that the necessary 49 votes 


—the required majority of the full 
Senate—could not be mustered to 
support the resolution of disap- 
proval., 

Opponents of the plan have con- 
tended that the employment bu- 
reau would be more fairly ad- 
ministered in the FSA than in the 
Labor Department. President Tru- 
man and others have said that 
the bureau belongs in the depart- 
ment most concerned with labor. 

The Senate was to vote on the 
resolution late today. The reso- 
lution was offered by the Execu- 
tive Expenditures Committee 
which voted 8 to 3 against the 


plan. 
Welfare Plan Beaten. 

The President’s plan for a new 
Welfare Department combining 
the functions of health, education 
and welfare under a4single Secre- 
tary of cabinet rank was side- 
tracked lated yesterday by a 60-to- 
32 vote—11 more than required. 

The fight centered largely 
around (1) Osear Ewing, present 
FSA administrator and Truman’s 
reported choice for the Welfare 
cabinet post, (2) charges that 
Ewing would work in the job for 
socialized medicine and (3) 
whether the plan followed or vio- 
lated recommendations 


Hoover Commission on Govern- 
ment Reorganization. 


Twenty-three. Democrats, 16 
from southern states; lined up 
with 37 Republicans to vote for 
the disapproval resolution, Only 
four Republicans— Senators Aiken 
of Vermont, Langer of Indiana, 
Lodge of Massachusetts and Mar- 
garet Smith of Maine—favored the 
plan along with 28 Administration- 
minded Democrats. 

Senators Donnell and Kem of 
Missouri, Republicans, voted for 
the resolution to disapprove the 
President’s plan. Senators Lucas 
and Douglas of Illinois, Democrats,

W * Says Taft. 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, who 
was active in beating the plan, 
told reporters: “The vote of the 


Senate is not a disapproval of the 


Hoover plan. It is a warning to 
the Administration that plans sub- 
mitted must be in substantial com- 
pliance with the Hoover Commis- 
sion recommendations. Plan No. 
1 was not in accord with the 
Hoover plan. A new plan should 
be submitted which is in accord.” 

Former President Hoover issued 
a statement in New York which 
expressed a similar viewpoint. His 
understanding, he said, was that 
the Senate was not opposed to re- 
organizing the Government's 80 
cial functions, but merely dis- 
liked step-by-step action.” 

The vote on plan No. 2 was due 
to be followed by a vote on_reor- 
ganization plan No. 7, which 
would transfer the public roads 
administration to the Commerce 
Department.

DENSE FOG KEEPS 
AIRLINER UP HERE 
UNTIL IT LIFTS 


Dense fog which limited visi- 
bility at times to one-sixteenth of 
a mile interrupted operations at 
Lambert-St, Louis Field early to- 
day, causing one plane to bypass 
the city and go an to Kansas City 
and another to fly over the city 
for an hour and 40 minutes until 
the fog lifted sufficiently to per- 
mit a landing. 

An Eastern Air Line plane from 
Atlanta, with six passengers and 
three crewmen aboard, reached the 
airport at 7 a.m., but the heavy 
fog, which had enveloped the field 
at 6:35 a.m., kept the plane in the 
air until 8:40 a.m., when it landed 
with the aid of radar and instru- 
ment landing system. 0 

A Trans-World Airline cargo 
plane from Newark, N.J., circled 
the city for an hour and then 
went to Kansas City when it still 
was unable to land here. The 
plane will be flown back to St. 
Louis today. ,An American Air- 
line cargo plane from Boston was 
forced to stay in the air for a half 
hour after arriving here before it 
was able to land. 

The fog also caused an 18-min- 
ute delay in the departure of the 
seheduled 7:45 a.m. American Air 
Line passenger flight to Chicago. 


The City of St. Louis will ap- 
peal the order of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission grant- 
ing the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. a. 20 per cent increase in 
streetcar and’ bus fares, it was 
announced today. 

The announcement followed the 
action of the commission yester- 
day in overruling the city’s motion 
for a rehearing of the transit 
company’s application for the fare 
rise. This means that the new 
fare structure, a 12-cent cash fare 
or three tokens for 35 cents, will 
continue in effect indefinitely un- 
less the courts overrule the com- 
mission order. The new rate be- 
came effective Monday. 

Two Favor $1.85 Pass. 


The action of the commission in 
overruling the city’s motion for 
a rehearing was unanimous, but 
two members, Chairman Morris E. 
Osburn and Charles L. Henson, in 
a concurring opinion stated the 
original order should have been 
amended to include a $1.85 weekly 
pass. They had made the sug- 
gestion in the original opinion 
but had been outvoted by the 
three other members, Kyle D. 
Williams, John P. Randolph and 
E. L. McClintock. 

The two stated yesterday they 
had not changed their opinion that 
the weekly pass should have been 
included in the new fare structure. 
“However,” they wrote, “since we 
are in the minority, it is useless 
to dissent from an order overrul- 
ing the motion for a rehearing 
and therefore, we concur therein 
since we find it impossible to 
sustain our views therein.” 

Had one of the three‘ majority 
members changed his mind on the 
pass feature, it appears probable 
the city would have accepted the 
new fare structure, at least on an 
experimental basis. 

In his arguments yesterday, 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
devoted most of his time to a plea 
for restoration of the weekly pass. 
While he repeated the city’s orig- 
inal suggestion for a weekly pass 


holder paying an extra nickel for 
each ride, he admitted he had no 
hope the commission would adopt 
it in view of the attitudes they 
had shown earlier. 

Two Tests. 

He then turned to a suggestion 
that the present fare structure be 
tried on an experimental basis for 
three months and that it then be 
continued on fhe same basis for 
another three months with the 
addition of a weekly pass selling 
for $1.75 or $1.85. 

“The commission could retain 
jurisdiction of the case and, at the 
end of the trial period, could set 
the matter for hearing,” he gaid. 
“The guesswork would then be

Sets New Record. 

The man was Otis Barton, ma- 
rine explorer, who in his new div- 
ing bell, the benthoscope, set a 
new deep sea diving record yes- 
terday. He descended to 4500 feet, 
bettering his own record of 3028 
feet, achieved in 1934 off Bermuda 
with naturalist William Beebe. 

The explorer took moving pic- 
tures of what he saw as far down 
as 4000 feet. 

Barton telephone his observa- 
tions to an assistant on the barge 
from which the benthoscope was 
being lowered by cable. 

At 460 feet he said “There are 
a lot of lantern fish passing by 
now. They're big fellows and 
they’re jumping all over. Now the 
fireworks are really starting. ... 
There’s a creature that looks like 
a long pipe with a row of lights 
along it. I don’t know what it is. 

“The tentacles of an octopus 
just dragged by the window, show- 
ering sparks. I can’t see him but 
he must have been a big fellow. 
. I just saw an animal with a 
long tail. I don’t know what it 
is.” - ine 
Reports Observations. 

Only 17 minutes after he started 
down, Barton said: “There was 
flashing light going by.” At 2500 
feet: “I see a barrage of lumi- 
nescent, spiraling shrimp beat 
ing against the window. They 
seem to splash when they hit. 
A long, thin, brilliantly lighted 
fish went by. It looks like an 
eel.” 

After passing 3028 feet—the old 
record: “This is an unbelievable 
world down here. I wish Dr, 
Beebe were down here with me. 
He might know what some of 
these things are, I don’t recog- 
nize them.” 

At 4000 feet he said, There are 
so many things going by that it 
kind of makes me dizzy.” At 4100 
feet the lights illuminating the 
area outside his window went out 
but Barton dropped. on down to 
4500 feet. 

Then he telephoned, “There goes 
a big white jellyfish. I never saw 
anything like that before, There’s 
a little spot of light with a circle 
around it. I am amazed to 
see so many luminous things at 
this depth. The water is beautiful- 
ly, umexpectedly clear, as clear as 
it was at Bermuda.” 

Returns Without Trouble. 


Barton returned te the surface 
without incident, and announced 
he would not attempt any further 
deep dives for some time. Orig- 
inally he had planned to descend 
to 6000 feet. He twice sent the 
benthoscope more 
deep unmanned in preliminary 
dives. 

He made the 4500-foot drop in 
55 minutes and hung there seven 
minutes. He said he could see no 
sense in going deeper because the 
failure of the lights would pre- 
vent his taking pictures. 

The ocean bottom was still 2000 
feet beneath him. 

After climbing out of the five- 
foot, hollow steel ball, Barton said: 
“There’s a peculiarly lighted fish 
that looks like Satan. And there’s 
an amazing display of magic lant- 
erns.“ a 

The dive was mage off the island 
of Santa Cruz, about 35 miles 
south of Santa Barbara, Calif. 
Barton will return to Los Angeles 
late today and later will make 
dives in shallow water off Santa 
Catalina Island. 

The benthoscope, named from 
the Greek benthos (depth or bot- 
tom of the sea and scopein (to 
view) was designed by Barton. It 
is a cast stéel sphere, 1% inches 
thick at its thinnest point, and 
was a on a steel cable. Seals 
around the viewing windows and 
the 15-inch bolted entry door are 
designed to tighten as water pres- 
sure increases.

A majority 6f the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, in a report to 
the House, contended the full pro- 
gram is necessary as an “invest- 
ment in American security.” But a 
bipartisan minority argued that 
$580,000,000 could be lopped off 
without hurting the program. 

Representative Herter (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, told the House he 
believes in the principle of the 
arms-for-friends plan, but that the 
amount can be cut without harm. 
He said this country will be in a 
much better position to evaluate 
the program next year after the 
North Atlantic Treaty nations of 
Western Europe have established 
a mutual defense plan. 

Marcantonio Opposes Plan. 

Representatives Morris (Dem.), 
Oklahoma,’ and Marcantonio, 
American-Laborite, New York, op- 
posed the program altogether. 
Marcantonio called it “an insane 
program, a program for war.” He 
said the next step would be to 
send American fighting men 
agroad. Morris argued that the mil- 
itary assistance plan is “stupid.” 

“Communism is a false, erro- 
neous philosophy,” he said. “It 
was on the run long before we 
established the Marshall] plan. The 
people have seen that Communism 
will not work in practice.” 

Administration leaders were con- 
fident, as the House took up the 
bill, they have the votes to de- 
feat all efforts to reduce the 
amount.

$50,000,000 previously authorized, 
and $27,640,000 for Iran, South 
Korea and the Philippines. 


Instead of giving it all in cash 
as the President suggested, it 
breaks thte Atlantic pact nations’ 
share into two sums, $655,840,000 
in cash and $505,150,000 in con- 
tract authority. It stipulates that 


thority can be used after next 
March 31 unless the President cer- 
tifies that Atlantic pact nations 
have worked out an acceptable 
mutual defense plan. 

A top limit of $450,000,000 Is 
placed on the value of surplus mili- 
tary stocks that may be trans- 
ferred. The entire program, or any 
part of it, could be terminated at 
any time by the President or by 
concurrent resolution passed by 
Congress without Presidential ap- 
proval.

WOODS T0 REDUCE 
RENT CONTROL 
AREAS BY A ff 


Order Unlikely to Affect 
St. Louis — Expediter 
Says Budget Cut Made 
Move Necessary.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—A re- 
duced operating budget will force 
Housing Expediter Tig E. 
Woods to remove rent controls 
from a number of areas now un- 
der federal controls and to fire a 
considerable number of his em- 
ployes. . 

Woods said in a speech in Cleve- 
land today, as reported by the 
Associated Press, that his budget 
had been cut from 326,000,000 to 
$17,500,000, leaving him with two 
alternatives, dismissing one third 
of his employes or decontrolling 
one third of the areas under his 
jurisdiction. He added he had 
decided on the latter course. 

One of Woods’s assistants, asked 
by the Post-Dispatch for a fuller 
explanation, said Woods probably 
spoke extemporaneously and may 
have used rough figures or quali- 
fied his statements in some’ way. 

The assistant emphasized that 
any areas decontrolled would be 
marginal ones in which there ap- 
peared to be only a slight, if any, 
need for continuing controls. 
Areas such as St. Louis, in which 
there is a population pressure 
would not be affected. The 1949 
law gives the expediter power to 
impose controls on an area de- 
controlled by him, so there would 
be no danger of any widespread 
hardship. 

Woods's assistant said that be- 
fore the expediter left for Cleve- 
land, where he addressed the Na- 
tional Convention of the Disabled 
American Veterans, he ordered his 
staff to review the local, regional 
and national situation to find out 
where retrenchments could be 
made without affecting controls in 
areas where serious housing short- 
ages still exist. 

At the same time job termina- 
tion notices were sent to about 
1000 employes, something under 20 
per cent of the total. The spokes- 
man said it was doubtful that 
more will be discharged, because 
of the contracting program. 

For example, the regional office 
at Dallas, Tex., will be closed, but 
the effect of this will be reduced 
because the state of Texas, exer- 
cising its option, has voted to wipe 
out all controls as of November.

"RISE OF 56,000 IN YEAR 
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in Palace, Seized Funds 
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| PRAGUE, Aug. 17 (AP)—Break- 
ing a two-month silence, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop Josef Beran 
of Prague today accused the 
Czechoslovak government of in- 
terning and isolating him in his 
palace here in violation of consti- 
tutional rights. 

The Catholic primate charged 
further that the Communist-led 
government had illegally seized his 
consistory (administrative office) 
and confiscated the funds of his 
Prague diocese. 

He made these charges in a let- 
ter to the state procurator (prose- 
cutor). It was given to the foreign 
press here through church and 
| diplomatic channels. In his letter, 
Beran asked these questions: 

| “Is the Roman Catholic Church 
in Czechoslovakia still“ recognized 
by the state? If so, by what law 
was the Roman Catholic Church 
deprived of its legal independence 
in internal matters?“ ° 
| Beran had been secluded in his 
police-guarded palace since June 
19. when Communist hecklers 
broke up his service in St. Vitus 
Cathedral. 

The last previous word from him 
was in a pastoral letter, also 
signed by all the bishops of his 
hierarchy, which was read in 
Catholic pulpits on June 26. 

In the letter made public today, 
the archbishop complained to the 
Government that it had deprived 
him of all personal freedom and 
all rights as archbishop.”

Donations From Several 
tates—Fund Here In- 
creased to $1072. 


An appeal will be made soon to 
the Iowa Supreme Court on the 
70-year prison sentence imposed 
on Dr. Robert C. Rutledge Jr. for 
murder, the St. Louis pediatri- 
cian’s father, an optometrist of 
Houston, Tex., announced today. 
His statement removed an un- 
certainty over whether an appeal 
would be filed because of lack of 
funds. The elder Rutledge said 
contributions from sympathizers, 
particularly in Missouri, Iowa and 
Illinois, would make an appeal 
possible. 

In St. Louis, contributions to 
the Rutledge Fund at Industrial 
Bank now total $1072, including 
a $200 donation made yesterday 
by L. L. Scott, president of an air- 
conditioning firm, who is a leader 
in the appeal fund drive. 

Thanks Expressed. 
“I want to thank the public for 
its sympathy and contributions,” 
the elder Rutledge told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by telephone. 
“It may not be necessary to sell 
my home to get the necessary 
funds, as I had feared at first. 
“My wife and mother are devot- 
ing all their time te answering 
letters which are coming from all 
parts of Missouri, Iowa and IIIi- 
nois, but especially St. Louis and 
Cedar Rapids,” 
He said he received a note from 
his son shortly after Dr. Rutledge 
entered the Iowa prison at Fort 
Madison Aug. 8 to begin his sen- 
tence. The physician informed his 
father he was in “good spirits.” 

Among the donations received 
here for the Rutledge fund was 
one for $40 from Harry Fischer 
of Waterloo, Ill. Two women liv- 
ing in Cedar Rapids—Mrs, L. J. 
Burnett and Miss Dorothy Hem- 
ming—sent $1 each in a letter and 
wrote that they planned to con- 
tribute $1 a week to the fund. 
They were advised by sponsors of 
the drive here to start a similar 
fund in Cedar Rapids, where Dr. 
Rutledge was tried and sentenced. 

Appeal to Doctors. 

Scott announced he was prepar- 
ing letters to send to members of 
the medical profession here asking 
for donations to the appeal fund.

After efforts to gain an inter- 
view with the Mayor to discuss 
Egenriether’s reinstatement proved 
futile, Ahner issued a formal 


statement announcing plans for 
circulation of petitions and ex- 


pressing hope Darst would rein- 


state Chief Egenriether before cir- 

culation of the petitions begins.” 
Meanwhile, John I. Rollings, ex- 

ecutive secretary of the AFL Cen-

tral Trades and Labor Union, 
announced that body last night 
adopted a resolution calling for re- 
instatement of Egenriether. The 
resolution, a copy of which will be 
sent to Darst, praises Egenriether’s 
“excellent record” and expresses 
belief that his reinstatement would 
“maintain, or even improve, the 
morale of the department.” 

Darst has said flatly he would 
not reinstate Egenriether as fire 
chief and that he didn’t intend to 
allow “any self-appointed group to 
determine any policy that it is my 
evident duty to determine.” 

‘Demand of Citizens.’ 

Circulation of the petitions, 
Ahner said in his statement, “is 
in response to the demand of 
many citizens who have discussed 
the matter with me and it also 
will give articulation to the mani- 
fest sentiment of the community. 
I am sure the petitions will 
demonstrate the movement to re- 
instate Egenriether is a phenome- 
nal groundswell, rather than an 
artifice by a ‘self-appointed group 
to determine policy that it is (the 
Mayor’s) evident duty to de- 
termine.’” 

The Mayor has received nu- 
merous letters from residents of 
the city calling upon him to re- 
instate Egenriether, who resigned 
suddenly Aug. 3 after announcing 
that the administration had at- 
tempted to force him to recom- 
mend 124 firemen be dropped from 
the payroll for economy. After 
accepting the resignation, gue 
announced plans for the cut ha 
been abandoned. 

Ahner, who has raised $1500 in 
contributions and pledges in the 
movement to restore Egenriether 
as Fire Chief, charged in his 
statement that Egenriether “was 
misled into resigning.” 

“Pardonable, If Ill-Advised.” 

“Without discussing the wisdom 
of Chief Egenriether’s resignation, 
it is understandablé and pardon- 
able, even if ill-advised,” Ahner 
said. “He was trained in fighting 
fires; not in the subtleties of po- 
litical maneuvering. 

“For 34 years-he served the peo- 
ple of this community faithfully 
and efficiently, often at the risk 
of his life. For 34 years he had

“He saw danger to the safety of 
the men, women and children of 
this community by laying off 124 
men, to say nothing of the unfair- 
ness and hardship which thus 
would have been perpetrated upon 
those 124 men. 


Revised Peblic Moe Plaks 
Given to Mayor; Fund Plea Next 


Ninth and Carr Project to Be Basis of Imme- 


diate Application for U.S. 
Money Allocation. 


— 


Preliminary revised plans for a 
public housing project at Ninth 
and Carr streets were presented 
today to Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
and will form the basis of an im- 
mediate application for federal 
funds for construction of the 
project. 

The revised plans for the $7,500,- 
000 project were presented by 
George Hellmuth, architect for the 
St. Louis Housing Authority, and 
Arthur Blumeyer, chairman. 

Revised plans call for 890 fam- 
ily units instead of the 552 orig- 
inally planned. This will be ac- 
complished, Blumeyer explained, 
by making the buildings taller 
and fewer in number. In this way, 
the structures will occupy only 11 
per cent of the 17.13-acre site in- 
stead of 23.5 per cent, thus leav- 
ing more room for play and park- 
ing space. 

There will be five 13-story build- 
ings and seven of six stories, sc“ 
entifically staggered in such a 
way that sun light will be per- 
mitted on most of the ground 
area most of the day. 


Hellmuth and two of his asso- 
ciates were to confer in Washing- 
ton tomorrow with federal housing 
officials on the city’s application 
for funds. He will be joined there 
by Hiram C. Martin Jr., expediter 
for the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity. Hellmuth estimates construc- 
tion could be started within six 


months of approval of the appli- 
cation. 

There will be a total of 3650 
rooms in the new project divided 
inte 256 one-bedroom units, 292 of 
two bedrooms, 126 of three bed- 
rooms, 12 4-bedroom units and six 
5-bedroom units. 

The 13-story structures will be 
equipped with two elevators each 
and the 6-story buildings will have 
one each. Costs are estimated at 
$2100 a room. 

Although Mayor Darst announced 
on his return from a conference 
with federal housing officials last 
May the city had been assured of 
top priority in getting loans for 
public housing, the Public Hous- 
ing Administration announced to- 
day that Galveston, Tex., was the 
first city to qualify for a loan 
under the new law. . 

The application of Galveston for 
600 units was followed quickly by 
that of Norfolw, W. Va., for 3000 
units. Both allocations were signed 
yesterday by John Taylor Egan, 
head @f the Public Housing Ad- 
ministration. 

Under the new law passed by 
Congress, the PHA is authorized to 
make capital loans up to 90 per 
cent of the cost of public housing 
projects and to pay annual sub- 
sidies that will make possible low 
rents. The current law will permit 
the erection of 810,000 new low- 
rent homes,

They admitted en- 
tering a filling station near Belle- 
fontaine Farms and taking candy, 
fishing tackle and about $5 in 
pennies, They exchanged their in- 
stitutional clothing for garments 
they took from lockers at a nearby 
swimming pool, they said.

BIRTH CERTIFICATE 


Altering a birth certificate was 
the unusual 
against two men today by Prose- 
cuting Attorney William C. Loch- 
moeller. ‘ 


One of the men identified him- 
self as Florent F. Forrest and gave 
an address in the 5300 block of 
Patton avenue. He was arrested 
July 31 when a policeman saw him 
drinking beer in a tavern at 617 
Pine street.

Farmington (Mo.) Infant 
Youngest Yet Treated 
—Four Children From 
City Stricken. 


Six new cases of infantile 
paralysis among residents of St. 
Louis and St. Louis county were 
reported today, bringing the total 
for the year to 231. 

A T-week-old boy from Farming- 
ton, Mo., one of four new patients 
brought to St. Louis for treatment, 
is the youngest patient yet treated 
at St. Anthony’s Hospital. 

The new city patients were list- 
ed as a 5-year-old girl living at 
2412 South Eleventh street; a 
girl, 6, 1519 Grape avenue; a boy, 
2, 6021 Michigan avenue, and a 
boy, 7, 2218 Howard street. In 
St. Louis county, a 2-year-old boy 
living in Florissant and a woman, 
32, living in St. Ann have been 
stricken. 

Brought here from other points 
were a boy, 6, and another, 2, both 
of St. Charles, and a girl, 2, from 
Robinson, III. 

Jean Lewis, 14, of New Madrid, 
Mo., died here last Saturday. 

Lowell Crayne, 14, of Roodhouse, 
III., died of infantile paralysis yes- 
terday, 20 minutes after arriving 
at St. Anthony’s Infirmary in Al- 
ton. Each Alton hospital has one 
‘iron lung,” and the respirator at 
St. Anthony’s was in use when the 
arrived. He died as police 
were bringing another respirator 
from Alton Memorial Hospital. 

The boy, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Crayne, was stricken last 
Thursday.

It is true 

that too many games are too 

long. The two-hour job has be- 
come a rarity. : 

“It’s the little things that 
waste a lot of time in a ball 
game,” Mahoney said for a 
starter. “For instance, did you 
ever figure how much time it 
takes for the two pitchers to 
take their five warm-up pitches 
between innings? And I believe 
they could be eliminated with- 
out causing any trouble. The 
practice pitches, I mean, not the 
pitchers, although I've seen a 
few pitchers lately who could 
be eliminated without hurting 
anything. 

“There may be a complaint 
that the practice pitches help 
get a man’s arm in shape and 
that without the practice throws 
pitchers might develop sore 
arms. I don’t accept that com- 
plaint as valid. In a _ nine- 
inning game the pitchers must 
use up 18 minutes on practice 
pitches alone. All right, my 
suggestion would cut each ball 
game an average of 18 minutes. 
Pull a stop watch on the boys 
some time, and see how much 
time is wasted that way.”

é¢ * DON’T believe it would be 

any hardship on a pitcher 

to take his place out there 
like any other player,” J. J. said. 
“But the way it is now.the lead- 
off man is in the cirele and 
there’s always a wait while the 
pitcher gets up off the bench, 
leisurely picks out a bat and 
makes his way to the plate. 
Each pitcher bats three or four 
times in a ball game and I'd 
éstimate it takes an extra min- 
ute to get him up to the plate. 
perhaps we'd cut 10 minutes off 
a ball game that way. Those 
two suggestions alone, if they 
were accepted, could reduce the 
time of game almost half an 
hour.” 

Both league presidents have 
been trying for years to reduce 
the time of game as much as 
possible. e American League 
has its umpires throw a new ball 
direct to the pitcher, which 
saves a few minutes each game. 
But there remains much wasted 
time in a ball game. For in- 
stance there are too many duels 
between leisurely pitchers and the 
batters, who become irked at the 
pitcher’s slowness, and step out 
of the box just when the pitcher 
finally makes up his mind that 
it’s time to throw. But the rules 
protect the hitter under such 
circumstances, as the umpire in- 
variably signals for time out 
when the batter steps out. 

Faraway bullpens also slow up 
games, but the tendency is toward 
even more remote bullpens, some 
clubs having warm-up areas out- 
side the playing field, requiring 
telephone signals to call in a 
new hurler. It must take sev- 
eral minutes to change hurlers 
in parks like the Polo Grounds, 
or Yankee Stadium, where it 
has been suggested that perhaps 
a jeep or stooter might be used 
to advantage. 

One question that perhaps is 
being overlooked in the debate 
over long games is whether the 
fan wants the show reduced in 
time. He pays the freight, and 
perhaps if you'd poll the cash 
customers, they’d prefer a game 
of two and a half hours to a 
fast, snappy contest lasting only 
an hour and 45 minutes. 

Most of the complaints certain- 
ly, seem to be from the profes- 
sional spectators, the press box 
occupants. And they get in for 
nothing and are paid for look- 
ing at the games, so just how

President Homer Declares Prospect Is for 
Further Drop in Cost of Living if Labor 
Factor Does Not Increase — Testimony 
for Smaller Firms Stresses Handicaps.

HE steel companies resisting a fourth-round postwar increase 
described by the CIO United Steel Workers as a 30-cents-an- 
hour package were in the fifth day of the presentation before 
President Truman's fact-finding board today. Today's session will 
put them on all fours with the union, as far as time consumed is 


concerned, but the union reserved 


three days of its eight-day allot- 


ment for rebuttal, and the steel companies have scheduled witnesses 
through next Monday, which will complete their eight-day allotment. 


The companies plan before then 
to demand more time and to use 
the extra time, if granted, for 
rebuttal. The request for more 
time will be difficult for the 
board to grant, because the time 
originally allotted will carry the 
hearings through Thursday of 
next week, and the board must 
spend some time in digesting the 
mass of evidence and preparing 
the report it has been directed to 
submit to the President by 
Aug. 30. 

60 Companies Involved. 

In the five days the companies 
have now consumed lines have 
been drawn on the major issues, 
but there are some 60 companies 
against which the union has 
threatened to strike, and many of 
them want to present to the board 
facts bearing on_their individual 
operations, which vary from com- 
pany to company. 

Bethlehem Steel Co., one of the 
giants of the industry, outranked 
only by United States Steel, fired 
the big gun for the steel com- 
panies yesterday. The lawyers, 
personnel directors and other les- 
ser company officials who had 
represented the companies in 
earlier stages of the proceeding 
are now, for most companies, re- 
placed by corporation presidents. 
Bethlehem sent its president, A. 
B. Homer. 


If it should appear from the 


tenor of Homer's testimony as 
reported here that the steel com-

There was also the hope 
that the power of public opinion, 
focused on the issues by public 
hearings to air the dispute and by 
the board’s recommendation of 
terms for settlement, might lead 
to a settlement without a strike. 

As time goes on the prospect of 
settlement without a strike is be- 
coming dimmer and dimmer.

HOUGHTFUL American offi- 
cials now are talking seriously 
of the time when the United 
States will be forced by the pres- 
sure of circumstances to offer the 
British something like common 
citizenship—at least a common 
currency and a free exchange of 
population. The parallel is obvi- 
ous—Winston Churchill’s desper- 
ate eleventh-hour gesture to, the 
French in 1940. 

That intelligent and informed 
men can talk seriously of such 
an offer being made is in itself a 
measure of the meaning to the 
United States of the British crisis. 
For an Anglo-American union is 
not, obviously, practical politics. 
It is even less practical politics in 
England, which already fears be- 
ing transformed into a “forty- 
ninth state,” than in the United 
States. 

It is probably not even practical 
economics. It is true that such 
a union would open up the vast 
continental market of the United 
States to England, and the great 
sterling area market to the United 
States. But most economists, 
especially British economists—De- 
lieve that in the free competition 
that would ensue, the gigantic 
American economy would soon 
strangle the weaker British econ- 
omy. 

Bold Approach Needed. 

Yet the offer may some day be 
made, as it was made by Churchill 
in 1940, in sheer desperation, when 
it is already to late. If this not 
to happen, some new amd bold 
approach, which is both pi 
politics and practical economics, 
must be found to deal with the 
economic sickness which is weak- 
ening and splintering the Western 
world.

It is still a rather vague story of contacts, 
gifts, officious interventions and boasts ef in- 
fluence. Many of the details are based on the 
self-advertising of the 5 per cent gentry, and 
so they demand corroborating evidence. Of that, 
there has been some, but hardly enough. 

There has been even less evidence of the mo- 
tives for the cocktail parties, the deep freezers 
and other gratuities. And motives are all-impor- 
tant. Is this whole story just a reflection of the 
easy way in which money was handled in war- 
time and the days that followed, the generous 
expense accounts and all the other more or 
less unessential extras which were sanctioned 
because, if the money were hot thrown away, 
the tax collector would get it? 

Does it merely reflect the confusion ef war- 
time and postwar business in which it was felt 
that big profits were to be made if only one 
knew how, and which suddenly made 5-percen- 
ters look like useful men instead of men living 
by their wits in the shady borderland between 
legitimate and illegitimate business solicitation? 

By now it should almost go without saying 


that Gen. Vaughan’s perambulations in this area 


were anything but discreet and seemly for a 
man who was known to be close to the Presi- 
dent and who was believed to have influence 
in the White House and in the multifarious de- 
partments and divisions of the Government. 
But was it wrong? Did the man wittingly or 
unwittingly use his influence to further the in- 
terests of questionable profit-seekers? This 


bert Hoover’s touch or lack of — is to be asked, too, about all the others 


with the times. There are few persons 
who would argue about social security, 
minimum wages, conservation, highway 
and public power development, etc. All 
of these guarantees and services are 
necessary to the security and well-being 
of the nation. 

I do feel, however, that much of our 
tax income is being spent for unneces- 
sary purposes, and if continued may re- 
sult in that “collective society” that Mr. 
Hoover fears so much. 

Take, for example, Senator Douglas’ 

effort to persuade his fellow Senators te 
trim the rivers and harbors bill by 40 
per cent. Although the Senator was able 
to prove that numerous expenditures in- 
cluded in the bill were unnecessary, the 
measure passed, aided by the votes of 
several Senators who publicly and loudly 
have recommended government econ- 
omy. 
„Joseph Alsop pointed out how Paul 
Hoffman and his subordinates of ECA 
had to fight to clear the Marshall plan 
through Senate and House committees. 
Men on these committees nearly ham- 
strung the bill in their efforts to “curry 
favor with a minority group.” 

Now Marquis Childs tells us that Con- 
gress is showing signs of blocking action 
on the recommendations of.the Hoover 
commission — re mendations which 
would probably save taxpayers billions 
of dollars. 

The more any government assumes re- 
sponsibilities formerly reposing in pri- 
vate or decentralized hands, the more 
securely are the foundations of “stat- 
ism” laid. If Congress continues its 
handouts from the “pork barrel“; as 
long as it attempts to benefit pressure 
groups through the misuse of public 
funds; as long as it refuses to enact 
necessary administrative and fiscal re- 
forms, the greater the size and the more 
unwieldy our Government will be. Col- 
lectivism may then become a fact.

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Not Gone With the Wind 


Inevitably, the tragic death of Margaret Mitch- 
ell will precipitate dozens of reappraisals of the 
book which made her a celebrity, “Gone With 
the Wind.” Amateur critics like Bob Considine 
already are proclaiming that “there has never 
been a book in our history that has had such a 
prolonged impact on the American reader.” 
They seem to be impressed almost exclusively 
by the book’s commercial success. Avant guard 
coteries, on the other hand, may again dismiss 
it as cavalierly as they did 13 years ago, They, 
too, are not quite objective. 

“Gone With the Wind’ may well win inter- 
ested readers for a long time to come—it is still 
selling at the rate of about 60,000 copies a year 
—because it is an exciting story dominated by 
at least one rather well-realized. character, Scar- 
let O'Hara, a minor Becky Sharp. That, how- 
ever, hardly puts it in a class with “War and 
Peace,” nor with Mark Twain's “Huckleberry 
Finn,” nor with a score or more of contemporary 
novels such as Hemingway's “A Farewell to 
Arms,“ Fitzgerald's The Great Gatsby,” Lewis’ 
“Arrowsmith” and Willa Cather’s “A Lost Lady.” 

What's more, all of these authors wrote other 
novels which might well be preferred to those 
mentioned. Miss Mitchell, on the other hand, 
produced only her magnum opus. Attention to 
movie contracts, reprint rights and other busi- 
ness details which flowed out of it, she said,

and from Hemingway, no doubt, an exclamation

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An Inequity in Taxation 

Senator Walter George's proposal that the 
federal tax structure should be changed 30 as to 
give special consideration to creative talent 
groups is a move toward the correction of an 
obvious inequity. It has nothing to do with the 
general question of tax reduction and should be 
considered separately. 

At present an author, for instance, who spends 
three years on a novel, a biography or any other 
creative work is taxed as if his royalties were 
earned during the period they were received and 
only then, As a result his taxable income is ele- 
vated to a bracket that he would escape if his 
total revenue from a given work were pro-rated 
over the time when he actually was doing the 
work. If it should prove impossible to frame 
the law so that it would apply fairly in every 
case, an arbitrary time allowance, based on gen- 
eral experience, could be made. 

What should be remembered in this connec- 
tion is that creative writing as a whole is not a 
commercfally profitable undertaking. The few 
exceptions should not make us lose sight of the 
rule. And the rule is that the average author 
considers himself lucky if he earns as much as 
$2000 from a full length novel. The least, then, 
that the Federal Government can do for a class 
of professional workers who are so important to 
our cultural life, is to free them from what 
amounts to a discriminatory tax. 
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General MacArthur Declines 
How a man in the public eye accepts or rejects 
his many invitations for public appearances fre- 
quently has significance for history.

‘General MacArthur enhanced the record of his 


long career by rejecting a Senate committee in- 
vitation to report personally on the Far Eastern 
situation.

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What a Region Is Like 

Several years ago it was pointed out in these 
columns that the Universities of Missouri and 
Illinois had not made the most of theiy oppor- 
tunity to develop university presses for the pub- 
lication of state, regional, and scholarly books. 
We cited the outstanding publication programs 
at such universities as Oklahoma, Minnesota, 
North. Carolina, Stanford and Pennsylvania, as 
well as Harvard, Chicago and Yale. 

In recent months there has been a consider- 
able stirring in this field at Urbana, seat of the 
University of Illinois, George Stoddard’s instal- 
lation as president produced a distinguished 
symposium, “Ferment in Education,” with such 


outstanding contributors as Anton Carlson, Rob- 


ert M. Hutchins, James B. Conant, Omar Brad- 
ley and Archibald MacLeish. The same press, 
supported by a committee representing not only 
the State University and Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity but state research surveys, has now is- 
sued a handsome aswell as valuable inventory 
entitled, “Southern Illinois: Resources and Po- 
tentials of the Sixteen Southernmost Counties.” 

For some years to come this book will be the 
starting point for any study of Southern Illinois 
facilities and needs, It deals with geography, 
history, culture, government, population and 
labor. It presents the agricultural situation, for- 
est resources, minerals, water, wildlife, recrea- 
tion. It agsays waterways, railways, highways, 
airways, power, finance and retail, wholesale and 
service trades. Illustrations, maps, charts and 
tables add greatly to the book’s use. It is a 
credit to the many who co-operated. Doubtless 
it. will suggest similar able studies for c‘*her 
areas. 7

A Bookish Sort 


But, and this is the strangeness of it, the 
man of action is also a man who can wait, 
spatiently, in quiet contemplation, while 
disputants have it out about his unwor- 
ried head. He has no “glamour” about him, 
a quality that most of the so-called “brass” 
holds suspect—-and no talkativeness in him. 
Indeed, in private conversation he speaks 
rather like a farmer, a plain dirt farmer.

The General, for all the homely, folksy 
way that is so natural with him, is a book- 
ish sort—a very bookish sort for an Army 
officer—and a man of such genuine inner.

Not Completely Satisfied

faction. Even some of the high officers of

LET LOVE COME LAST, by Tayler Caldwell, (Charies

Taylor Caldwell’s hew novel, concerned 
with a family of a special sort, begins with 
an epilogue and ends with a prologue, 
which is her way of saying that life is 
topsy-turvy and pretty bad, and change- 
lessly so. There is a hint of hope in the 
“prologue” at the end, of something better 
to come, with love perhaps ruling at last. 
But it is faint. The book is dedicated “with 


“compassion” to all who are parents and 


all who hope to be. There is need for this 
compassion if the world is, and will con- 
tinue to be, as terrible as Taylor Caldwell 
says. 

It is by becoming acquainted with the 
Prescotts of Andersburg, Pa., that parents 
and those who hope to be, get the low-down 
by the grace of Taylor Caldwell—on family 
life.

O those who know Germany best it often seems as though a 
cruel fate had decreed that the grim pattern of the past should 
be repeated step by step. That foreboding has been stirred again 


by the results of the German elections, 


The hope of those following the 
struggle for German democratiza- 
tion was for the emergence of two

strong parties. The 
Democrats would 8 
embody the con- 
servative forces 
and the Social 
Democrats the 
non - Communist 
left. 

Between these 
two would be a 
clear-cut contest 
and the victor 
would be able to.

Consequently, a coalition gov- 
ernment becomes necessary. The 
junior partner in such a govern- 
ment can evade real responsibility 
and engage in the kind of sniping 
from the inside that makes for in- 
stability and uncertainty. 

This was the pattern of the 
Weimar Republic that was pro- 
claimed just 30 years ago. The 
Communist party used the par- 
liamentary tangles of the feeble 
republic to discredit and destroy 
democratic government. So, too, 
did the National Socialist party 
as it grew from a splinter to the 
second or third largest party. 

In the new West German Fed- 
eral Republic the likelihood is that 
a minor party, the Free Demo- 
crats, will join the Christian Dem- 
ocrats to govern. The showing of 
the Free Democrats was a sur- 
prise to almost everyone. Within 
this splinter are some of the 
violent nationalists bent on throw- 
ing off all restraints of the allied 
occupation. 


A More Difficult Task. 


For the occupation powers, and 
particularly for the United States, 
that is the real significance of the 
German election. The new Ameri- 
can high commissioner, John J. 
McCloy, faces a task far more dif- 
ficult than that of Gen. Clay, who 
was the boss of.a military regime 
with definite orders to carry out.

Byroade 
returned with McCloy for his first 
visit to Germany. 

It is fortunate, of course, that 
so able and courageous a man as 
McCloy was persuaded to take the 
top job. The importance of the 
assignment can hardly be exag- 
gerated. Through his policy of 
integrating Germany into the 
western European family, McCloy 
may be able to counter some of 
the more vicious trends now 
finding open expression that may 
be one way to prevent a recur- 
rence of the desperate past.

VATICAN CITY, Aug. 17 (AP)— 
A militant Communist may par- 
ticipate in the sacrament of matri- 
mony under the terms of a new 
decree published by the Holy Of- 


ce. . 

Militant Communists — active 
party members—still are denied 
all other sacraments of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, however, 
under the Vatican’s July 13 ex- 
communication order. 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vati- 
can newspaper, interpreted the 
new decree this way: It permits 
marriage between a militant Com- 
munist and a professing Catholic 
or between two Communists who 
are not militant party members. 
Nothing was said by the news- 
Paper concerning two militant 
Communists who might want a 
priest to marry them. 

The Vatican paper said a mar- 
riage between a militant Commu- 
nist and a professing Catholic will 
require the same guarantees as 
the marriage of a Catholic to a 
non-Catholic—mnamely, that both 
promise to raise their children in 
the Catholic faith. . 

Another guarantee is that the 
non-Catholic spouse will not inter- 
fere with the religious life of the 
other. 

Such marriages are celebrated 
in a chapel or parish house and 
not inside the church proper, 
where the ceremony of the mass 
involves the Sacrament of the 
Holy Eucharist. Militant Commu- 
nists excommunicated under the 
July 13 decree are denied the 
Sacrament of the Eucharist (com- 
munion) in connection with the 
nuptial mass.

his brother has tried to do him 
out of his share—close to a mil- 
lion dollars—of their ancestral es- 
tates in Austria. 

Franz Joseph made the charge 
yesterday in a petition for a war- 
rant of attachment against the 
property of his brother, Archduke 
Anton, and the latter's wife, 
Archduchess Ileana. 

Anton and Ileana, he said, now 
are living in Buenos Aires but 
have property in New York state 
—though not enough to pay off 
what he says is due him, 

Franz Joseph, who has lived 
here off and on for 10 years, said 
in his petition that when he came 
to this country he gave power of 
attorney to his brother. 

The power of attorney, he said, 
was given only for the sale of 
“certain outlying properties” to 
pay off taxes and administration 
on the estates. Another brother, 
Archduke Carlos, has a third share 
in the estates. 


In 1940, Franz Joseph charged, 


Anton turned the power of attor- 
ney over to his wife and from 
then on “I knew nothing of what 
was going on.” 

He later learned, he said, that 
his brother and sister-in-law had: 

Sold the “famous and historic 
Castle Hernstein,” worth about 
$1,500,000. 

Taken silverware, objects of 
art, antiques and other valuable 
articles from the Castle Hern- 
atein, worth about $500,000. 

Sold engravings valued at 
$100,000 and disposed of 25 
other pieces of land and per- 
— property worth about $600,- 


His share in all this, Franz 
Joseph contended, should be about 
$949,999.99. The attachment is 
asked for only $100,000—what he 
believes his brother’s New York 
property is worth.

My old house was Grandpa's 
house.

Dear Mr. Eberle: 

Your letter has put me in your 
debt, because as you wrote about 
your grandfather’s house, you 
made me recall some happy memo- 
ries of my boyhood. I was a city 
boy, but I had the good luck to 
have two farmer uncles and a 
grandfather who was a Methodist 
presiding elder with a country 
district to travel. 

I rode many a happy mile with 
him in an open buggy behind a 
patient horse. Sometimes, in the 
most backwoodsy parts of his dis- 
trict, the only road ran for miles 
in a rocky creek bed. Automobiles 
were almost unheard of in that 
back country, and that was as late 
as 1915. 


At the end of the journey. my 
grandfather always preached a 
sermon in a coyntry church. Then 
there was a business session with 
a report on the condition of the 
church budget, which was usually 
dismal. And then a basket dinner 
in the church yard, whereupon the 
budgét was promptly forgotten. 


I am positive that never again 
in this world will there be so 
much fried chicken and country 
ham. (With beaten biscuits in 
the more prosperous neighbor- 
hoods.) The overloaded tables in- 
variably held every kind of jam 
and pickle and preserve under the 
sun, and the honored guest felt 
he must try them all.

LWAYS there were half a dozen 
A kinds each of cake and pie. And 

with each pie or cake there was 
a woman who blushed like a girl 
when someone praised her pastry. 
(Her standard answer was always 
that it hadn’t turned out just 
right this time. But you knew all 
the time that she had been cook- 
ing up a storm for a couple of 
days ahead, and that a compli- 
ment made her feel none of the 
time and effort had been wasted.) 


I wish I had the words to de- 
scribe those middle Tennessee 
basket dinners as well as they 
deserved. You see, the presiding 
elder’s quarterly visits were the 
high spots in the social season of 
those country communities. And 
they certainly rose to the occa- 
sion. 3 

At the end of the day, we some- 
how worked through another 
heavy meal at a farmer’s or vil- 
lager’s house before crawling in 
his beds. The family that drew 


the honor of entertaining Brother 
Blue always invited the stewards 
of the church and other special 
friends to dine with him, From 
somewhere, too, there always 
came a swarm of children of as- 
sorted ages to be fed. 

That meant eating in relays. 
The presiding elder and the cir- 
cuit preacher and the graybeards 
first. When they rose from the 
table, then the younger and less 
important adults. Finally the chil- 
dren. I seem to recall one gather- 
ing so large that the meal re- 
quired five installments. 

Some years later, my grand- 
father and I som@how came in for 
one more of these country visits. 
The old flavor of the experience 
was no longer in it. I think it 
was because they decided I was 
old enough for the first table. 

I doubt if many young people 
today know what a second table 
is. Probably even fewer are fa- 
miliar with a sour-milk concoc- 
tion called clabber, which people 
drank with sugar and professed to 
enjoy beyond measure. I remem- 
der being disgusted with my 
grandfather because he always 
let a second glass of the stuff be 
put in front of him. 

Sleeping in one of those country 
houses usually meant—yes, it usu- 
ally meant a feather bed, some- 
times with a straw mattress and 
ropes instead of springs under it. 
I was too citified to become fond 
of a feather bed even in cold 
weather. But your mention of 
feather beds makes me recall the 
feel of them all over again, and 
chuckle. It felt like drowning or 
smothering.

Declarer should have considered 
himself fortunate that West 
opened a spade instead of a club, 
but, as it happened, there was no 
great difference in the outcome, 
South took the first trick with the 
ace, drew the necessary four 
rounds of trumps, discarding a 
spade and a club from dummy, 
then turned his attention to the 
establishment of the diamond suit. 
Unfortunately, however, his meth- 
od of establishment of the dia- 
mond suit. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, this method of establishing 
that suit left much to be desired! 
He cashed the ace and king and 
ruffed a third round with his last 
trump. Since the missing dia- 
monds were split in the quite nor- 
mal 42 division, however, dum- 
my's suit was still a long way 
from being set up, and the situa- 
tion was now hopeless. 

Referring to our preamble—it is 
routine play for a declarer at no- 
trump to pass one round of a 
suit in order to facilitate the es- 
tablishment of that suit.
